In obedience to the voice of the people, it is a- 
gain a my duty to meet you in general af-

The affairs of government will always be attend- 
ed with difficulty, and will require much application, 
prudence and firmaels, in thoie on whom is devolv- 
ed the arduous taik of conducting its interefts. It 
isin confidence that I fhall be favoured with your 
cordial ailiftance and tupport, that I enter upon the. 
ollice and duties which the constitution has aligned 
to the chier magiftrate of this fate. Collected _ 
from the different parts of the commonwealth, you 
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muit be intimately acquainted with the various fitu- 
ations and circumstances of your confiituents, and 
with ugh information it will be in your power to 
purlue the publie welfare with candour and iuccels, 
in ail the coniultations and mealures of the prelent . 
fefien, >- o . 

The bufinefs particularly entrufied to me by the 
Jegiflature at their lafi feffion, has been firictly at- 
tended to, and will be the fubject of a future meflage, 

The auditor will lay before you a general étate- 
ment of the accounts of the treafury department ; a 
review of the accounts of that department for feveral 
years paft, when contrasted with thofe ot former 
years, willihew an increa‘e of wealth in our ftate, and 
a degree of economy in the management of our fin- 
_ ances that muft be pleafing to our ‘ellow citizens. I, 
however confider it to be my duty, once more te fub- 
_ mit to your confideration, the propriety and necefiity 
. of redeeming the public fecurities now in circulation, © 
upen which, without any benefit to our government, 
‘we areannually incurring an accumulated intereft ; 
without adopting a mealure of this kind no com- 
plete adjustment of the tieafurer’s accounts can be 
effected. | 
_. The econftitution and Jaws of our country have 
madeit a duty of the leg'flature, at this ieffion, to 
choofe“electors of prefident and vice prefident of the 
United States. This confideration gives a peculiar 
importance to the bufinefs of this feffion. Thole 
men who are to be immediately inftrumental in 
the appointment of perfons, who are to fill the high- 
eSt offices our country can beftow, ought to be fetec- 
ted from the moft worthy of our fellow citizens. It 
_ 4s fincerely to be hoped, that the importance of the 

crifis may induce uch electors when chofen, to 
unite their fuffrages on men, who are ‘attached to 
the interefts of their eountry, and who are the 
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friends of order and good góvernment. Should the 
chief magiltrate ofthe union be defitute of the vir- 
tues of areal patriot ; fhould a predilection for fo- 
reign principles, or ah ardour tor untried theories, 
influence himio’depart from the fober maxims ‘of 
our anceitors, and trom thole principles of national 
interest which WasHincron recommended in his 
last legacy to the people, and which Apams‘has‘{o | 
happily purfued in his executive adminiftration of 
the general government ; in a word, fhould our fir& 
magistrate be other than an independent American, 
the moi injurious conlequencesto us and our pof- 
terity, are juftly to be apprehended. 
From the fituation of this itate, agriculture must 
be a primary and ef? :ntial object of our attention ; fe- 
perated from harbours of commerce, the inhabitants 
of Vermont muf at all times look for fupport from 
the labours and productions of the field, And it is 
with much gratitude to the benevolent author of na- . 
ture, that we have to remark that our profpects in 
this refpect are highly encouraging. Not only have 
the harveits of the prefent year been greatly product-_ 
ive, but the general {pirit of agricultureis much im- 
proving in every part of this flate, and the happy 
effects of it are every where to be feen in the im- 
provements of our farmers, inthe rapid increafe of 
our buildings, and in the produce of our fields. 
But while we obferve with plea‘ure the improv- 
ed state of our agriculture, it is of importance that 
we bear in mind that agriculture in all its interefts 
is mofi intimately conneéted with thofe of commerce 
and manufactures, and cannot be carried on to any: 
confiderable extent, but in connection with them.. 
Ifthe farmer finds no demand for the produce of hig 
land, a great part of it becomes ‘uleiefs; thus the 
various intereits of every fiate in the union become 
mutually dependent and conne“ted ; andthat which 
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is a benefit to the one, is an advantage fo the whole, 
All our inrerefts whether public or private, are to 


© infeparably conneéted with the principles that 


regulate the conduct of mankind, the principles of 
morality and religion, that there cannot be any per- 
_ manent profperity in the one, without a:fteady cul- 


__ ‘tivation of the-other ; what can reftrain the paf 


fions of men, regulate their views and purfuits, con- 
fine them to the bounds of reafon, duty and inte- 
grity, produce indufiry, economy, and regularity, 
ór. a Ready obedience to the laws of ar country, 
- but-fubftantial and permanent principles of action ?: 
and can thefe be expected, or will they be found in 
any other principle. but thole of morality and reli- 
ion, ` ? - | 
If any thing can be wanting to convince us of the: 
importance, of mora! and christian principles, the 
fatal and horrid con'equences that bave arifen in 
= modern times, from treating them with neglect and 
contempt, muft carry conviction to the mind of eve- 
ry perfon who has heard or read of the revolution in 
Europe. In every attempt therefore to promote 
. the interefts of fcience, the education of youth, or ta 
render relpeCtable the inftitutions and precepts of 
’ chriftianity, we fhall be in the ditcharge of a duty 
highly uleful in a chriftian country, and every way 
interesting to afree people. ` / 
While the concerns of our ftate government more 
‘immediately engage our attention, they are fo eflen- 
tially connected with the government of the Unit- 
ed States, that we cannot difcharge our duty to the 
former, without taking isto view the interest of the 
o datters ooo a: 
The wiidom, the firmnefs, the prudence and fuc- 
vefs with which our late prefident, the great, the 
good, the immortal Wafhington, adminiftered the 
affairs of the federal government, can never be for- 
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gotten by us, and will ever be remembered with ad- 
miration and gratitude by all fucceeding genera- 
tions.: It was never given to any man to render 
more important fervices ‘to his country, than was 
done by him to the ftates of America ; and were 
the wifhes of mankind ever allowed to controul the. 
laws of nature, that most worthy and excellent man 
had never died, But although removed to an high- 
er phere of action, we, and I truf all future genera.. 
tions of men in the United States, will fhare largely 
in the benefits he procured for his grateful country. 

The fame. meaiures of government’ have. been - 
purfued by his worthy fucceflor. The effect has 
been peace, profperity, encreafing wealth and pop- 
ulation, in every part of the United States; while 
the reft ofthe world are involved in the miferies 
and calamities of civil war, flaughter and deftruc- 
tion, that have nota parallel in hiftory. | 

If any thing could filence the voice of calumny, 
or terminate the miichievous effects of mifrepre- 
fentatien as to men’and meafures, fo dangerous to a. 
free government, and lo much regretted by all good 
men, it would be the fingular happineis this country 
has enjoyed, amidft the icenes of general diStrels 
which has afflicted other nations. But whatever 
may be the language or the attempt of the oppofers 
ofour government, the wife and virtuous, cannot . 
but find, in the profperity of our country, abundant 
reafons, for an undeviating attachment to the fede- 
ral conftitution and laws, and to thofe meafures of . 
government that have tended fo much to produce 
publictranquility and happineis. | k 

Our commerce, and with itour national refources 
have been extended ; our manufactures have en- 
creafed ; our agriculture has flouriihed; our nation- 
al government has, by its laws, . fupported our citi- 
zens at home, and by its energy protected them a- - 
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broad ; and a neutral and happily beneficial attitude 
' hasbeen maintained w'th dignified perleverance ; and 
thole among us who have thought, that an eficient 


treaty with France would add to our pelitical prof- 


“perity, muft have iepnd great fatis‘act on in the re- 
cent mifion of envoys to that power ; indeed it is ard» 
-entlyhoped, that they may honorably accommodate 
existing difagreements. But fhould the’e envoys,like 
our former mefiengers of peace, return to their 
ceuntry without effecting the defirable object of their 
miffion, itis charitably expected that every mouth 
‘ willbe flopped, and every eye turned to our na- 
tional courage and patriotifm, that fure and only 
_ foundation of national profperity. | |

In Council of Cenfors, February 3d, 1800. | 

To tbe honorable the Legiflature of this ftate, to be con=_ - 

- vened at Middlebury in Oftober next. — | 
THIS Council, in examining the proceedings 
of the legiflative department of this commonwealth, 
for the laft feptenary, impreffed with a fen‘e of the 
arduous taik of legiflating for a numerous people, 
whofe locality, habits and interefts, in many relpects, 
are extremely diverfe ;. when we reflect on the eol- 
lifion of opinion, that must neceflarily take place in 
every deliberative body, and efpecially in one as 
numerous as the legiflature of this State, we are not 
furprifed that laws may fometimes pais, which cans 
not be reconciled with the conSitution. The- fra- 
mers of our government, appear to have forefeen 
the evils:incident t- cur mode of legifiating, and 

wifely provided a constitutional remedy. __ 

In our retearches of the laws, pafled the last fep- 
-tenary, we are happy to find that they are (a few. 
instances excepted) confiftent with the conititution, . 
and comport with the genius of a free and enlight- 
ened people. Deeming it the indiipenfible duty of 
our appointment, we have freely pointed out uch 
laws, and parts of lawsas appear to tiiscouncil tobe - 
incompatible, with the letter and {pirit ofthe confti- 
tution, which we fubmit to your cenfideration, and — 
recommend a repeal of the fame, k 
' The exceptions to which we advert, are as fol- 

ows : aan : 
In the fixth feétion_of the s8th chapter, nafied 
October 26th, 1796, direčting the mode of elections, 
the fupreme court are empowered to disfranchifé a 
freeman tor “any evil practice, which (ball render bim 
notorioufly feandalous.” This part of the fection, u- 
dependent of its vague and uncertain meaning, is 
againft the letter and ipit of the eighth article of _ 
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the oillof rights, and the g4th fection of the fratne 
of government: the former only declares that * al 
elect ons ought to be free and without corruption,” the 
latter points out what conftitutes the crime of bri» 
bery in eleétions, and the pnifhment therefor, 
_. Jeaving to the legiflature the right of adding turther 
` penalties for the crime, as therein alcertained. 
_. The council are fully of opinion, that the fram- 
ers and adopters of the conftitution, contemplated to 
prelerve inviolate to every freeman the right of 
iufirage, unlefs he fhould in fact forfe:t that right by 
acting wickedly and corruptly, relating only to that 
ineftimable privilege. | 
_ The ninth fe&tion of the fifteenth chapter of the 
laws, entitled an act relating to fines and forfeitures, 
&e. paled by the legiflature in March 1797, iubje@ts 
perions, acquitted by a jury, to pay cofis m certain 
“cafes, at the difcretion ct the court before whom the 
trialishad. ‘This law,in the opinion of this board, 
is an intringement of the tenthiection of the bill of 
rights, which,declares, that in all profecutions for 
criminal offences, a perfon hath a right to be heard 
. by himiek and his council, to demand the cau‘e and 
. nature of his offence, to be confronted with the wit- 
nefies, to call tor evidence in his javor, and to have 
a ipeedy public trial, by an impartial jury of his 
country; without the unanimous confent of whichja- 
ry, he cannot be found guilty, 

It will be clearly diicerried, by. every candid and 
refieGing mind, that the power here given, does 
not subject the citizen to any kind of penalty in a 
criminal proiecution, where trial is had by jury, un- 
lets fuch jury fir unanimoufly declare him guilty. 
To fuppole the free citizens of this fate, liable to be 
fubjected to any pains, penalties or cost, for the 
fame charge on which they had been acquitted, is 
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not only a violation of the conftitntion, but incon=’ 
fiftent with the principles of juftice and humanity.’ 

The grit chapter, entitled an act ta ficpperttbe gef- 
pel, pafled October 26th 1797, excepting the firit: 
and last fections, ought to be repealed. This act 
the council are fenfible, embraces a tubject of. the 
moft important and delicate -concern to commu= 
nity and td individuals, they thererore entered upor 
the confideration of it with the utmost precaution, 
and examined it with care; yet they could not pai 
it in filence, the duties enjoined on them by the 


conftitujion, requiring that they fhould attend ‘to’ 


the infringements of the rights of individuals as well 
asof diftinét claffes of citizens. oe l 

. The third article of the bill of rights fays, That 
all men bave a natu». land inalienable right to worfbip., 
Almighty God, atcarding to the-dictaies ‘of their own 
confeiences and underftandings, as in their opinion fhalt 


be regulated by the word of God . and that no mait 


ought to, or of right can be compeiled to aliend any re- 
ligious worfbip, or erect or fupport any place of worfbip; 
or maintain any minifler, contrary to the dictates of bis 
confeience : nor can any man be juftly aeprived or abridg- 
ed, of any civil right as a vitizen, on account of bis 
religious fentiments or peculiar mode of religious war- 
Jbip, and that no authority can or ought to be vefted in, 
or alfumed by any power whatever, that foall in any cafe 
interfere witb, or in any manner controul the rights of 
confetence, in the free exercife of religious wor ip. 
Nevertheless, every fect or denomination of Chriftians 


ought or obferve the Sabbath or Lord's day, and 
keep up Jome fort of religious wor /bip, which to then. 
fall feem moft agreeable to the revealed will of God.” 


` The framers ot the bill of rights by tùis article, 
indifputably meant to convey the idea, that man 
Necelfarily pofleffes natural knowledge, or limpie 


reaton, which they have delignated bythe name of

conicience. This they declare is inalienable, clearly 
conveying the idea, that. one man cannot convey tc 
another man his individual right-of worfhiping God, 


according to the dictates of his own con{cience, any 
more than he can convey to him his right of breath- 


‘ing ; for itis impoffible in the nature of things, 


that one perfon can be profited intelle¢ctu ly by a 
conveyance to him of another perlon: right of 
thinking : and it thefe premifes are correét, it cer- 
tainly follows, that the right of confcience cannot be 
deputed, that religion is a concern perionally and- 
exclufively operative between the individual and his 
God: and that whoever attempts to controul this- 
dacred right, in any poffible way, does it by ufur- 


pation, and not by right, 


The fecond elaufe of the third article, as above 
recited jays, “ no man oughtte, or of right can be 
compelled to attend any religious worfhip, or erect 
or lupport any place of worfhip, or maintain any 
miniiter, contrary to the dictates of his confeience.” 
Here again confcience is made the only criterion by 
which a man can poffibly be bound, in the executi- 
en of {uch defigns ; in.oppofition to which, the law 
we hereby prepofe to have repealed, expre(sly binds 


the citizens of this fate indilcriminately, to erect 


and lupport places of public worfhip, and to main- 
tain minifters contrary to this clearly defined right, | 
provided they areio unfortunate as to be in the mi- 
nority, in any town who may act under the autho- 
rity of thislaw, and who are not at the time of ta- 
king the vote pofiefled of a certain prefcribed certifi- 
cate. Could not the legiflature as well declare, that . 


the inhabitants of every town in this ftate, fhould 


build a boule for public worfhip, and fettle and fup- 
port a congregational minifter, provided ‘a certain 
hutnber thereof were not pofleffed of a certificate, 
that they would fupport a minifter ofa different de- 
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nomination? this would only occupy the ame 
ground that the law contemplates, as in both cate 
the minorityare only. {ubjected by the majority.--- 
But in no cale have civil power aay conftitutional ` 
right to interfere in religious concerns. except to 
bind perfons or communities to dilcharge their civil 
contraéts, individually entered ihto for the mutual 
fupport of religious focial worfhip. 

In confonance with thefe ideas, the article before 
recited, expreisiy declares, that no authority can, or

Mr. Speaker, I am direéted to lay before the boufe 


a communication from his excellency the governor, on the 
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fubjeét of Indian claims, togetber with fundry otber de- 
cuments, relating to the fame bufinefs.

‘The communication was then read in the follow. 
ing words, to wit.

.. Mr. Speaker, In purfuance of a refolution of the 
-houfe of reprefentatives, paffed in November lafi, re- 
lative to the Indian titles to lands in this Rate, it became 
my duty to make known to their people the determina: 
tion of the government refpecting their claims.  - 

In January lajt I bad a conference with a delegation 
of five of their nations ; and furnifbed them a copy of 
the aforefaid refolution relpecting their claim They al. 
ledged as ibey were on other bufinefs they could not ofici- 
ally receive it, During the feffion of the prefent legifla- 
ture, a new fet of chiefs, joined by areprefentation from 
the Abernaki nation, bave come forward, properly autho- . 
' gtfedto make a final fetilement of ibeir claims. In the 
` “repeated conferences I bave had with them, I have en- 
. deavored to explain to them, in a clear and explicit man- 

ner, the reafons which induced the legiflature to decide 
againft the juftice of their claims. it would be too te- 
dious, as weil as in Jome meafure unentertaining, to de- 
tail on paper to the general affembly, every thing that 
has paffed at ibe different interviews I have had with 
their chiefs. The fecretary of council will lay before 
you the official papers on this fubjeét, and in particular, 
my lafi addrefs to them. za 
LE cannot but fatter myfelf tbat tbey are now fully fat- 
isfied, if ever a claim exiled, it is wholly extinguilbed : 
and although tbey will not acknowledge it, in their of- 
ficial capacity, yet I am well perfuaded they will not 
trouble ibe legiffature in future. > | 

As to the bint in the clofe of my laft addrefs to them, 
that probably the iegiflature will give them fomething, to 
help them in their way home, you will be pleafed to take 
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l eree 
Juch order thereon as fhall feem expedient. I cannot, 
however forbear to remark, that in my opinion, fuch 
meafures ought to be adopted, as will be calculated to 
promote the bigheft barmany and geod under/tanding, 
between them and the good citizens of this ftate. l 
I bave the honor to be gentlemen, with due confidera- 
tion, your very humble fervant, — — - aa 
ie ISAAC TICHENOR.
